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Return of the Toll Road 


OV. MOORE of New Jersey recently signed a bill 
authorizing the formation of corporations to construct, 





own and operate toll roads within the state of New Jersey. | 
At least one company has already filed articles with the sec-| 


retary of state, and.others are said to be ready to start 
operations. 

When this bill was still in the Legislature, it was strenu- 
ously opposed by the American Automobile Association. The 
whole principle of toll roads seems out of keeping with pres- 
ent day tendencies. One of the first effects of the general 
spread of motoring was the disappearance of the toll roads. 
Within the last decade these privately owned roads have been 
practically eliminated and yet here a great state comes for- 
ward proposing to revive this form of private ownership 

6f something that should belong to the people as a whole. 

In their day toll roads probably served a useful purpose. 
They made it possible for sparsely settled communities to 
have roads, which taxation could not bring. There is scarcely 
a state in the Union today which cannot afford to pay for its 
own roads and pay for their maintenance out of public funds. 
The highways should be free to the use of all citizens. Toll 

- roads at the present time might very well open the door for 
the entrance into the highway situation of the sinister 
political-transportation influences which are an unfortunate 
feature of modern life, particularly so in New Jersey. 

It seems to us that Gov. Moore in signing this bill has 


permitted his state to take a backward step that may have |

Tire Prices 

UTOMOBILE dealers, tire merchants, in fact, any 
A operator who handles automotive rubber is likely from 
now on to be asked “When are the prices of tires coming 
down?” The widespread publicity which has been given to 
the British government’s abrogation of its restrictions on 
rubber exportation from its colonies has focused general 
attention on the price situation in this field. Tire buyers 
have gained the impression that the removal of the restric- 


tions must result in an immediate drop in the price of tires | 


to the ultimate purchaser. 


The truth is that any situation of this kind cannot act | 


immediately on. the retail price of the commodity affected. 
There is, so to say, a certain amount of slack to be taken up 
before the ultimate consumer gets the benefit of increased 


production of the raw material. Manufacturers.of tires must | 


always keep on hand a supply of raw material sufficient for 
their needs for some months. They cannot run-by hand to 
mouth purchases, made from day to day. The manufacturers 
cannot hope to reduce retail prices until this advance supply 
of crude rubber has been worked off, or at least been reduced 
in price by supplies of the material being bought at lower 
prices. 

At the present time a majority of the tire companies 
are carrying inventories of crude rubber bought at prices 
ranging from 33 to 42 cents. The present retail prices of 
tires are actually based on a crude price of 33 cents per 
pound. Even if crude rubber went down to 20 cents a 
pound it would take some time to average the cost of 
the crude at the level on which the present retail prices - 
are based. . 


Dealers will have to give inquiring patrons the true story | 


of the situation to offset a tendency to hold off buying tires 
jn the hope of an impending price cut.

Transportation of automobiles 
by ore carriers is a new plan 
which will be put into operation 
for the first time this year. Trans- 

portation of automobiles on Great 

Lakes ore carriers has been made 

possible by use of special dévices. 

The system operated by the West- 

ern Transit Company is expected 

to bring large shipments of auto- 
mobiles to the Head of the Lakes 
from lower lake ports. The new 
service is expected to start opera- 

tions April 25. 

The company which was organ- 
ized late last fall by W. S. Jenks 
for the sole purpose of developing 
lake transportation of automobiles, 
will have fifty-one ore boats 
equipped to carry automobiles on 
their trips up the lakes in the ser- 
vice, according to officials of - the 
|company. The Western Transit 
Company which does not cam any 
boats of its own, has contracted 
| with six steamship companies for 
;the use of their boats which: have 
|} been prepared for this unique ser- 
| vice. Some of the boats have a ca- 
| pacity of 800 automobiles. 

The ore boats have been equipned 
| with special hdélding rails, elevators 
and turn tables. Outfitting of the 
boats was started last fall and be- 
fore navigation had closed on the 
Great Lakes twenty-three vessels 
had thus been equipped for trans- 
portation of automobiles. The new 
system is expected to bring about a 
healthy reduction in freight rates

® The chart shows that tire prices 


are 50 per cent. lower than in 1914, 
while prices of more than 400 basic 
commodities have increased 150 per 
cent. during the past fourteen years, 

This unusual economic condi- 
tion, according to men prominent 
in the tire field, is probably with- 
out parallel in any industry to- 
day. It means, they point out, 
that American motorists are able 
today to buy a vastly improved 
tire, giving about three times the 
mileage, for 50 per cent. less than 
they paid in 1914, while they are 
paying uniformly higher prices for 
almost every other basic com- 
modity. 

That tire manufacturers have 
been able to make this possible is 
evidence, they declare, of the high 
point of efficiency attained by the 
industry as a whole. 

It has been due principally to 
scientific research and constant 
testing of product by engineers in 
the industry that tires today give 





the great mileages they do, al- 
| though modern automobile design 
and traffic conditions demand 
greater stamina on the part of the 
tires than ever before. 

The rubber industry, it is pointed 
out, is largely an American indus- 
try. It is centered in Akron, O., and 
draws on the various states of the 
Union for men. 

The rubber worker is not a “float- 
er,” so that the Akron factories gen- 
erally have an intelligent, adequately 
paid and stable force of employees, 
a large number of whom own _their 
own homes. This means small labor 
turnover and promotes economy in 
production. 

Through the growing use of ma- 
chinery, designed largely by en- 
gineers who have brought about 
radical changes in design and 
production of tires, this economy 
has been extended. Decentraliza- 
tion of factories and the large and 
flexible sales and_ distributing 
forces of the industry are other 
factors which make for low prices 
to the consumer. 

Not only do the large tire pro- 
ducers have plants on the West Coast 
in addition to their Akron factories, 
but also manufacture their products

Can tires be sold for resale by- 
the jobber or wholesaler with 
success? In a recent issue of 
the Automotive Daily News a 
New England jobber held that 
tires were unprofitable and gave 
his reasons. Here is the other 
side of the picture.—The Editor. |

JN A RECENT issue of The 
I Automotive Daily News a 
New England jobber went on 
record as stating that his ex- 
perience in handling tires had 
proved unprofitable and that 
he did not believe the jobber 
could wholesale tires in com- 
petition with nationally ad- 
vertised standard makes.) 
This jobber also stated that 
the dealers he had appointed 


were not successful. 

After an experience in whole- 
saling and retailing tires that 
dates from 1911, I disagree with 
this jobber. 

If certain business fundamentals 
and policies are adhered to, the job- 
ber as well as the dealer can realize 
a very satisfactory profit as well as 
turnover. 

Our experience in the tire busi- 
ness convinces us that ENDIVID- 
UALISM is the KEYNOTE of 

SUCCESS. 

It is an established fact, at least 
we have found -it to be so, that the 
average car Owner appreciates qual- 
ity and the service that the quality 
tire gives. 

This is proved by the fact that we 
do quite an extensive business with 
our Martin Aristocrat low pressure 
cord tires, and when you take into 

consideration that a 32 by 6.75 lists 
for $64.50 and a heavy duty Martin 
tube is $8.20, it must be evident 
that the buyer is purchasing quality 
and service and not price.

cheaper price elsewhere.

The 
lots are crowded and the cars are 
not moving in response to ordinary 
sales methods. This has started an 
avalanche of novel ideas, designed 
to reduce car stocks. Some of them

ings, and the canny buyer is being 
given an opportunity to acquire a 
very satisfactory used car at a very 
Satisfactory price. 

Some of the used car men go to 
the factory branches and the com- 
dany dealer, pick out the very best 
buy their experience can select and 
put the result on the lot, as a sort of 
a super-attraction. The buyer tells 
his friends, and the used car man 
gets more business. “Price slash” 
Sales, with some good cars offered 
for less than $50, have been noted in 
the heart of the Row. 

OUTPUT LEVELS CONSTANT 

While production is still going on 
at high speed, it appears that most 
companies are beginning to be con- 
tent with maintaining April output 
at or near March levels, without 
pushing those levels higher. Labor 
is not in quite such brisk demand 
as it has been, and the weeding out 
process is in force at the factories. 
At the present stage of operation, 
it takes an extra good man to 
Satisfy the employers. 

In Detroit proper, an increase 
of 2,547 men in a week is noted, 
from report by the Employers’ 

Association. This makes the pres- 
ent week’s total 249,988, which is 
25,340 more than were on the 
pay rolls a year ago at this time, 
when the rush was on and before 
there was any sign of the end of 
the year slump.
